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WASHINGTON (AP» - Growing 
numbers of local governments are 
pulling out of the Social Security 
program at a time when the big federal 
benefits system is being buffeted by 
inflation and unemployment. 


While alarmed that the defections 
may snowball, federal officials say 
there is no indication now of any 
noticeable impact on the solvency (rf 
the Social Security trust funds 


They point out that, despite the 
dropouts, the over-all number of state, 
county and city employes covered by 
Social Security and paying con­ 
tributions is steadily increasing and 
has been since they became eligible in 
1950 
Under federal law, state and local 
governments that have had Social 
Security for at least five years can pull 
out by giving the federal government 
two years' advance written notice. 
They can’t join again. 
Since 1959, a total of 322 local 
governments with 44,667 employes 
have dropped out of Social Security, 
most of them in California, louisiana 
and Texas. And 207 other governments 
with 53,187 employes have given the 
required two years' advance notice of 
intention of terminate. 
Alaska, with 12,649 state workers, is 
the first state to file notice of intent to 
pull out, but Social Security officials 
believe that notice was merely protec­ 
tive while the state weighs a decision. 
Financially troubled New York City 
also is exploring the possibility of 
pulling its 230,000 employes out of 
Social Security to save the city about 
$200 million Annually. 
About 81 per cent of state and local 
government employes covered by 
Social Security also have some type of 


supplemental retirement plan. 
The 
M etropolitan 
Washington 
Council of Governments in the Ihstrict 
of Columbia found that, by pulling (nit 
of Social Security and .spending the 
same amount of money on a private 
plan, it could: 
—Allow workers to retire at age 60 
with 25 years of service as opposed to 
age 65 with 30 years service under 
Social Security; 
—Pay retirement benefits at 80 per 
cent of the highest consecutive five 
years salary rather than 55 per cent 
under Social Security; 
Reduce payments from its 166 
employes by a total of $20, OOO annually 
with an additional $22,000 agency 
saving, 
and 
m aintain 
survivor 
benefits. 
Social Security officials said in in­ 
terview s that local governm ents 
sometimes consider defecting when 
they get into money trouble, especially 
if a hard sell is made by a profit-moti­ 
vated insurance company hoping to 
write a private retirement plan. 
"Some of these plans are no sounder 
than Social Security and some are 
worse," a spokesman said. 
For example, federal sources said, a 
local governm ent’s new 
private 
pension plan may offer 
higher 
retirement payments but smaller or 
even no payments in lieu of some 
benefits found in Social Security, such 
as coverage of a deceased worker’s 
widow 
and 
children, 
disability 
payments if the worker is unable to 
earn an income. Medicare health 
benefits and payments to students up 
to the age of 22 years. Some private 
plans also have 
less desirable 
provisions for vesting and portability 
or carry ing a private pension plan to 
a new job.

Under the rules issued by the 
agency, the current miniature, which 
contains 1.6 ounces, will become the 
new 50 milliliter size containing 1.7 
ounces. 
The eight-ounce half pint will 
become obsolete and will be replaced 
by the smaller 200 milliliter bottle 
containing 6 8 ounces. A pint, con­ 
taining 16 ounces, will become a 500 
milliliter bottle containing 16.9 ounces 
The "fifth," which is really four- 
fifths of a quart, contains 25.6 ounces. 
It will be succeeded by 
the 750 
milliliter bottle containing 25.4 ounces. 
The 32-ounce quart will be replaced 
by the 33.8-ounce liter. And the 64- 
ounce half-gallon will become the 1.75 
liter bottle containing 59.2 ounces. 
Although the bottles will be dif­ 
ferent, it’s generally expected that 
reaching the bottom of one will have 
the same effect.

Doctors report that 
up to 50 p«*r cont of American patients 
“ misdone" them selves when given 
prescription drugs, 
It’! understandable among the very 
young, 
who don’t realize the im­ 
portance of medication of hate the 
taste of it; and among the elderly, 
many of whom joke that they are 
“ walking pharm acies" who must take 
a variety of pills and potions ut odd 
hours of every day 
But the majority of us'' How can we 
so consistently In* so stupid alxiut 
medicine? 
I began to understand why, when I 
suffered a severe tooth infection early 
this month Hie dentist prescribed two 
medicines: Acromycin (an antibiotic 
to be Liken every six hours), and 
I’henapheri with Codeine 
ta pain­ 
killer. to la- taken once every four 
hours as needed) Both drugs came in 
capsule form, almost identical 
in 
.shape and color, and were packaged in 
look-alike brown plastic vials with 
white lock-tops 
In physical anguish, and intellectual 
atro p h y , I fum bled and fuddled 
through the first day, swallowing this- 
ond-that at such-and-such hours At IO 
that night, my concerned husband 
asked which medicine it was time for 
me to take, and I liadn’t even a cloudy 
notion At this point, he begun making 
a chart of the tunes each capsule was 
due. 
I’ve wondered since whether I could 
have handled the situation alone. Pain, 
whether it is physical or psychological, 
fogs the mind. Once it happens to you, 
you understand why so many people 
die of drug overdoses; left alone in 
their m isery, they don’t realize how 
much they have taken 
of what 
or 
when. 
But pain is only one factor 
and a 
relatively minor one 
in the overall 
m isdosage 
picture. 
More 
often 
p atie n ts get into 
m edical com ­ 
p licatio ns 
through 
confusion 
or 
misunderstanding 
For example, patients who are given 
prescriptions for penicillin or an­ 
tibiotics to cure a variety of ailments 
tend to stop the medication a as soon as 
they feel better In the case of many so­ 
called “m iracle drugs," the medicine 
must be taken for a period of several 
days to be totally effective 
Aban­ 
doning the drug when the illness 
symptoms dusappear, often after a day 
or two, leads at best to a relapse and, 
in 
some 
cases, 
to 
serious 
com­ 
plications Doctors must explain this 
carefully to patients when giving the 
prescriptions; but even if they do, not 
all patients Like the advice seriously 
According to Dr Barry Blackwell, 
professor of psychiatry and associate 
professor of pharmacology at the 
University of Cincinnati College of 
Medicine, many of the patients who 
need medicine most are those who are 
given multiple-prescriptions to the 
point 
of 
confusion. 
“ The 
m ore 
medications given, and the more 
tablets he lias to take of each one. the 


more likely the patient is to take his 
medication incorrectly, if at all," he 
(Mints out. “ Multiple medications can 
cause confusion and error, especially 
because so many different drugs look 
very much alike. For example, those 
sm all w hite p ills’ m ay 
include 
analgesics, tranquilizers, diuretics, or 
antihypertensive drugs." 
Doctors, he suggests, could help 
conquer the growing problem of drug 
default and misdosage by prescribing 
“as few drugs as possible 
only those 
that are really necessary. And by 
planning a regimen tailored to the 
p a tie n t’s everyday h ab its ” 
F or 
example, 
with 
slowly 
metabolized 
drugs, one 
100-mg tablet can be 
prescribed instead of two 5(Mng ones. 
This would "not only encourage 
compliance, but 
save the 
patient 
money." 
Though the headlines concentrate on 
those who overdose themselves with 
tragic results, far more people get into 
trouble by underdosing on medicines 
they 
need, says (.corge 
Bowden, 
managing director of the Medical 
Dispenser Co. "Chemistry scares most 
people They’d rather take too little 
than too much 
That's the more 
common problem." 
Bowden's company is one of many 
now devising systems for packaging 
medicines with built-in rem inders for 
people on medicines, and “fool-proof" 
packaging of drugs. Pharm acists, he 
claim s, are still dispensing drugs 
much as they did a half-century ago; 


the com er druggist no longer uses the 
m ortar and pestle to do his work — but 
he still opens a bulk bottle of pills and 
capsules 
and m easures out 
the 
ingredients into a vial, labeled with the 
proper dosage. In Bowden’s "Memory 
Dose System" (now being tested by 
pharm aceutical firm s), prescription 
drugs are packed in a "cartridge" 
which is loaded into a round plastic 
container. An appropriate date-time 
regimen is pre-pnnted on each c ar­ 
trid g e, and th is regim en shows 
through two adjacent windows on the 
d isp en ser, one window indicating 
when the last dose was taken, another 
specifying when the next dose should 
lie taken. Tile capsules or pills are 
dispensed with a thum b pressure on 
the ( ase It should lessen the chances 
of error . . . 
Every new idea helps. But in the 
growing problem of misdosage, the 
ultimate solution is more rapport and 
understanding between patient and 
doctor. As Dr. Blackwell observes 
“true therapeutic alliance” must be 
achieved betw een physician and 
patient. “ Treatm ent that is unposed 
and not understood will be neglected. 
Treatm ent that lias been discussed 
with and understood by the patient, 
and that has been devised to suit hts 
convenience, 
is 
unlikely 
to 
be 
neglected. 
"Unfortunately, however, all too 
often tile physician's reaching for a 
prescription pad signals the end of the 
interview . . ."

There are a number of symptoms 
that suggest circulatory problems 
Unusual coldness, cram ps in the legs 
after walking a short distance, pins 
and needles sensations point to this 
possibility. 
Yet there need be no guesswork 
about the state of circulation. The 
color and warmth are very important 
guides The presence of swelling of the 
legs us im portant, too. Feeling the 
pulsations in the groin, behind the 
knee, around the ankle and over the 
arch of the foot tells the doctor a great 
deal about the patient's circulation. 
Highly sensitive electronic 
ther­ 
mom eters can 
m easure the 
tem ­ 
perature of the tips of the toes and 
compare this to the general body 
tem perature. 
An oscillometer is another sensitive 
device which, when applied to the 
pulse areas, can indicate normalcy or 
abnormalcy. 
There are also "circulation tim e” 
tests which can point to circulation 
disorders. 


There need be no speculation on your 
part. The tests are available and 
conclusive. Why not find out’’

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Before 
leaving on a two-week European trade 
mission, Gov. James A Rhodes fired 
off memos to his new budget director 
and legislative leaders that should 
keep his memory fresh 
For William W Wilkins, who inherits 
the Office of Budget and Management 
post April IO, Rhodes unveiled a 
massive paperwork assignment. 
The governor wants Wilkins to 
conduct a thorough investigation of 
forms, 
the 
red 
tape 
and 
other 
documents which form the backbone of 
bureaucracy. 
“The volume of required forms and 
superfluous paper is so great in state 
government that it leads to paper 
shuffling and substantial cost to tax­ 
payers,” he said in a letter which 
Wilkins received on the occasion of hts 
32nd birthday. 
“ My purpose in initiating this action 
is the eventual elimination of un­ 
necessary paperwork which will save 
money and enable state employes to 
devote more time to providing services 
in Ohio,” Rhodes said 
The governor em phasized that 
Wilkins should review all forms 
currently in existence in state 
government tax forms, documents 
required by the federal government, 
and inondepartmental paper. He di­ 
rected the investigation be completed 
as quickly as possible 
Neither Wilkins nor Administrative 
Services Director Richard L. Krabach, 
who initiated the propasal, could make 
any immediate estimate of the cost of 
materials or the time involved in state 
government paperwork 
Wilkins said he would start with an 
agency-by-agency survey to determine 
numbers of forms, possible duplication 
and time spent m aintaining and 
“pushing paper around.” 
Krabach thinks a check for waste is 
an absolute necessity every four or fire 
years In any operation which, after all, 
runs on paper. 
“A lot of people say, ‘Oh that damn 
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paperwork,” he noted. “ But that’s our 
job in state government, paperwork." 
For his friends in the Democratic- 
controlled state legislature planning to 
recess regular sessions about May I, 
Rhodes dusted off a 1974 campaign 
promise. 
He called for legislation that would 
increase the tax credit for married 
working couples filing joint state in­ 
come tax returns to a level on par with 


those sending in .separate returns 
Rhodes called the proposal long 
overdue. His budget director, Howard 
I- (.’oilier, recommended dropping it 
from the current two-year budget 
because of the loss In revenue to the 
state. 
The governor said it would save the 
average taxpayer, earning between 
$10,000 and $20,000 annually, an ad­ 
ditional $37 over the current credit.

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More Safes 
Of Grain 
Expected 


WASHINGTON I AP I — Substantial 
new sales of U.S. wheat and com 
probably will be made to the Soviet 
Union in the next few months, but 
American consumers should not fear 
that this will drive up food prices, ac­ 
cording to a senior Agriculture 
Department official. 
But assistant secretary Richard F.. 
Bell said he had no evidence that new 
grain sales to Russia were imminent 
He told reporters Wednesday that 
Apnl and May, however, traditionally 
are among the Russians' favorite 
months for grain .shopping 
"I think that we still have a good 
possibility of selling them between five 
and six million (metric) tons for 
delivery before Sept 30," Bell said, 
referring to a total of both wheat and 
corn A metric ton Is 2,206 pounds and 
is equal to 36 7 bushels of wheat or 39 4 
bushels of com. 
Bell said he and other officials were 
"rather skeptical" that the .Soviets 
would buy more wheat from exuding 
U S supplies and probably would wait 
until the new harvest begins in June to 
take delivery 
"If there are any new purchases of 
wheat by the Russians, it will likely be 
from the new crop for shipment some 
time after June," Bell said 
Kussia has bought about 13.3 million 
tons of U S wheat and com, mostly the 
latter, since last July I for delivery this 
season According to an understanding 
last fall.

By LOUISE COOK 
Associated Press Writer 
While most home canners are still 
enjoying the fruits and vegetables of 
last year’s labors, government and 
industry officials are looking ahead to 
the summer of 1976, trying to avoid 
shortages like the ones that plagued 
consumers in 1974 and 1975 
Nancy Harvey Steorts. consumers 
affairs adviser of the U S Department 
of Agriculture, says manufacturers re­ 
port they will have more than four 
billion replacement lids available for 
this year’s canning season 
That’s 
about double the 1975 supply 
Will four billion be enough? 
Bill Kerr of the Kerr Glass Co of lx» 
Angeles, one of the major manufac­ 
turers, said he hopes so. but refused to 
make any predictions 
Asked whether the supply would In­ 
adequate, Kerr said: "I'd have to ask 
you what the demand will be We're 
going to do a lot better (than last 
year). We estimate we'll make 50 to 60 
per cent more lids this year Whether 
that will be enough, we don’t know " 
Kerr said thus year's lid production 
will be double the number made three 
years ago He said the company has 
been operating three shifts a day, sev­ 
en days a week since Oct. I to turn out 
replacement lids for the reusable glass 
jars used by consumers to preserve a 
wide variety of foods 
The company also has been shipping 
them through 
regular 
distribution 
channels and Kerr said people have 
been buying 
right through the win­ 
ter." He said company representatives 
report the lids "don't remain on Uh* 
store shelf longer than overnight."

Only this tim e the players are the 
pitchers and the owners are the hit­ 
ters. 
The two sides meet again today for 
the 26th time in a series of contract 
negotiations that has produced little 
progress Whether either side is ready 
to reduce its demands at today’s brief 
session or a longer one scheduled for 
F’riday in St Petersburg is debatable 
“There's no way to go now but to 
settle,’’ said T a n Seaver of the New 
York Mets as the players savored a 
pair of court decisions that upheld an 
arbitrator's ruling granting free agent 
status to pitchers Andy M essersmith 
and Dave McNally. 
“The owners told us they had only a 
30 per cent chance of winning in the 
appeals court. They were right. They 
lost, and now the players have what 
you might call the ultimate weapon," 
Seaver said. 
The latest court ruling left the 
owners with an appeal to the U.S. 
Supreme Court as their last recourse. 
“Do they want to try going to the 
Supreme Court and meanwhile not 
play ball or pay salaries for two 
y e a rs? ” S eaver w ondered. 
‘‘The 
Supreme Court wouldn’t even hear the 
cate 
they don’t get involved in arbi­ 
tration m atters, anyway." 
What the owners want — at least in 
their latest proposal Wednesday — is 
an agreem ent in which a player with 
six years of major league service could 
play out his option in his seventh year 
and become a free agent the following 
season 
The catch in the proposal is that the 
club could retain the player’s services 
for up to two more years sim ply by 
offering him a contract for that length 
of time. The players’ association says 
that's just another way of wording the 
ow ners' p reviou s proposal w hich 
would have given eight-year veterans 
the (hance to become free agents in 
their loth season after one option year.

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Sea Conference Faces Snags 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. I API - 
After years of stormy pursuit, 
negotiators from the world over 
converge here Monday with an un­ 
precedented global I aw of the Sea 
clearly in sight But they could still run 
aground on little black rocks scattered 
on the floor of the sea 
There are probably more than a 
trillion tons of these potato-sized 
modules on the seabed at depths of two 
miles or more, mostly in the Pacific, 
and they contain enough nickel, 
copper, cobalt and manganese to 
supply an industrialized nation for 
generations, specialists say. 
The task before the 150 delegation! 
meeting here for the third session of 
the U N. Conference on the law of the 
Sea is to slice up these riches in a way 
acceptable to everyone. 
Industrialized nations are hungry to 
start mining with or without a treaty; 
developing nations fear their exports 
of raw materials will be undercut , the 
poorest natioas clamor for a slice of 
the “common heritage.” 
The aim is to draft one of the most 
comprehensive global treaties ever 
envisioned, ranging in scope from the 
limits of territorial waters and control 
over fishing to ocean pollution and 
scientific research. 
But delegates from nearly every 
country — those with long coasts or no 
coasts: with longrange or short-range 


fishing fleets, merchant fleets or naval 
fleets industrialized, developing or 
impoverished — believe the odds are

Dr Harry Kozol, who was embroiled 
in a dispute with Miss Hearst in 
January, began hts testimony for the 
prosecution Wednesday at her trial for 
bank robbery

said Kozol, who interview ed the 
defendant five times, will challenge 
her contention that she was still a 
frightened kidnap victim when she 
joined her 
Symbionese 
liberation 
Army captors in crime. 
Chief defense counsel F. I>ee Bailey 
said he 
would 
vigorously 
protest 
Korol's testimony and probably would 
refer to the previous dispute between 
the doctor and the defendant. 
Th** diminutive, gray-haired expert 
appearing for the government said 
Wednesday that he first mentioned the 
SLA, the tiny terrorist tribe that 
kidnaped Miss Hearst on Feb. 4, 1974, 
by asking her to describe slain SLA 
chieftain Donald "Cinque" DeFreeze 
“ He was always giving orders," he 
quoted her as saying.

St. Eustatius, Netherlands 
Antilles, was the scene of the 
first salute by a foreign power 
— Dutch — to an armed 
brigantine flying the Great 
Union flag of the fledgling 
American republic.
